The vote to reserve decision followed 


an opinion delivered bv presiding .Judge 
Cullen advising that the merits of the 
objections of counsel for the governor 
to the articles be not decided at this 
time. 


Judge Cullen'$ advice. 


"I do not think it is wise" he said, "to 


decide t*iis case piece-menl." Immediate- 
ly following tbe roll rafl the governor's 
counsel was called upon to enter answer 
to the charge*. These were rend rapidly 
by Clerk MeCabe. In them the governor 
declared that he had filed his campaign 
statement "in good faith." Eugene Lamb 
Richards of counsel for the prosecution, 
then opened the case against the im- 
penciled executive. 


After arguing that the case Wight not 


to be "decided piece-meal," Judge. Allen 
said "In a court of impeachment a vote 
of two-thirds is ncccssnry to convict, A 
decision on this question would only re- 
quire a majority vote while a minority 
greater than one-third might decide the 
other way. 
How then will the case be 


disposed of? I should prefer to have 
ample time to reflect on the arguments 
here presented by counsel and to look up 
the authorities cited. Therefore I should 
desire that this question lie Iftt open un- 
til the final vote on the guilt or inno- 
cence of the respondent. 


In support of thnt desire, I under the 


power vested in me by the rules of this 
court shall overrule the 
objection 
pro 


forma, without any expression of opinion 
on the merits of the case." 


In accordance with the judge's ruling, 


Majority Leader Wagner of the senate 
moved that the final decision 
be 
left 


open, and that the request of tho de- 
ppondcnt's counsel be denied merely as a 
matter of form, without prejudice to the 
merits of the question being passed rp- 
on at ft later date. The motion was 
then passed.

Beaten on Head With Board. 


Kugene Falkner, of Roberts, III., said 


he had been in the institution twenty- 
five months. 
He charged that Guards 


Burrell, Hagerly and Erby had beaten 
IxLm at various tunes. 


Barney Alexander, also of Roberts, 


testified ho had seen Burroll break a 
hoard on the head of a boy named Smith 
and had soon other boys "busted" on the 
noso in school. 


Eolly Garrett, of Robinson, sentenced 


for burglary and larceny, asserted he 
was knocked down 
by 
Dr. Marshall 


when he entered the institution and had 
ti> go to him six or seven times after- 
ward for treatment. 


Klmcr Whalen, of Mattoon, said he 


had been struck with 
a strap in the 


hands of Burrell twenty or thirty times 
for talking, stealing and. vulgarity. He 
also charged that Dr. Marshall caused 
him to be stripped of clothing when ho 
entered the institution and beat him for 
an hour.

IN PARTY RULES 


New York Republicans Are 


Anxious to Close Up the 


Party Breach. 


BARNES 
IS 
BEATEN 


Now York, Sept.. 24.—Tho resolutions 


committee of the republican state conven- 
tion, meeting here last night, adopted a 
resolution which demands the reform ot 


) rules governing the national con- 


ventions of that party so as to wipe 


t the evila which led to tho broach be- 


tween tho progressives and tho old party 
in the Chicago convention. 


The resolutions instructed the New- 


York member of tho national committee 
to urgo an amendment ao that tho call 
»r the next national convention -will pro- 
vide that the delegates be chosen "In the 
manner preferred 
by 
tho 
republican 


voters in the various states," and BO that 
the representation shall be based "more 
nearly on the republican vote oast iu the 
state." 


The resolutions, however, urged the 


continuation 
of the congressional dis- 


trict as the basis of representation. 


Tie nomination of candidates for chief 


ndgo and associate judge of tho court 
of appeals was the formal task before 
the convention, but the party leaders 
planned to make tho gathering one of 
vider importance than this duty signified. 


Text of the Resolution. 


Tho declaration adopted by the resolu- 


tions committee after a stormy session 
vas as follows t 


"We instruct the representative of the 


itete of New York in the national com- 
mittee to urge that a national convention 
jc called as soon as practicable to change 
he party rules BO as t 
° 


"(1) To provide that in the call for 


I future national conventions delegates are 


to be chosen in each state In the man- 
ner preferred by the republican voters 
in such states. We, however, urge the 
continuance of the congressional district 
as the basis of representation. 


"(2) 
To insure that representation in 


the national conventions shall hereafter 
be based more nearly on the republican 
vote actually cast in tho several states 
ami congressional districts, which just 
principle received the unanimous support 
of the delegation from the state of New 
York at tho national convention of 1903; 
and 


"(3) To amend the rules relative to 


party procedure in suoh other respects as 
may be requisite." 


Barnes1 Fight in Vain. 


The proposition developed a warm fight 


before the committee, in which National 
Committeeman William Barnes was ar- 
rayed ajrainst United States 
Senator 


Root, 
Henry L. Stimson, former secre- 


tary of war, and Nicholas Murray But- 
!or, president of Columbia university. 
Mr. Barnes lost, but he said he was satis- 
fied after tho resolution had been amend- 
ed so as to recommend the retention of 
the congressional district as the basis of 
representation.
